THE STBUOOLE OF SOIENOE. 

I'ope assures us that the proper study of man- 
kind is man, but in order to study man properly, 
there is a vast licld to be traversed. To begin the 
study of man by taking the complex being he real- 
ly ia would furniah but a vague, false idea. Mas ia 
not a model, but a muustrsity, the must modified 
of all vertebrates. To properly study man it is 
necessary to go first to the simpler forms and trav- 
erse the entire range of animal life from the sim- 
plest organism to the complex individual 

Ihere is no more attractive research in the field 
ui' modern science than that offered by Zoology 
as an important branch in Natural History, In ad- 
dition to this it is the most extensive. Its field of 
operations is a world of varied forma and the task 
of determining their origin and development, their 
mutual relations and interdependency, is the labor 
of the soientist in the realm of thia branch to upset 
theologiaal dicta. Oeology and Chemistiy hlif* 
done their full share, but Zoology reveala man aa 
he is and enables the specie to appreciate the ad- 
vice given by the poet. 

Zoology cau boast a remarkable and eventful his- 
tory. The Ureek philosopher, Aristotle, who lived 
and labored 4UU years bclorc the time of the Uhris- 
tiaii era, was called the " Father of Zoology " and 
he was certainly its only great representative in 
ancient times although his frequent reference to 
works on anatomy indicate that something had 
been dune before him. Uis "History of Animals, 
iu nine books, displays a wonderful knowledge of 
external structure, habits, inatinota and uaea. From 
his day thi-ough the Roman era but little was ac- 
complished in natiural science. One would natui'al-
